BAN FRANCISCO, Dee. 18~ Professor
D. L. Avderson, president of Foo Chow
University, who arvived here on  the
liner Siberia belleves that wupon the
death of the empress dowager, China
will be the scene of a bloody revelution.
That revolution, he believes, will mark
China's entrance into the parlisment of
the world as n power to be reckonad
with,

Professor  Anderson, who has spent
many years in China, says that the
people of Chine are now wideawake to
the necemsity for edueation—that the
power of the people is steadily prowing,
and that at the same time the populace
and ita rmulers were drifting farther
apart,

“The younger generation in Chipn,” he
says, “is acquiring a good educatiom. A
revolgtion is pending. In the nature of
things it is bound to be & bloody one,
but China will be all the better for it,
and in the hands of new and enlightened
administrators who will have the con
